with a wealth of knowl- 
edge and contacts in 
Geothermal Systems 
sector,” Alexander 
said. “The IGSPHA in- 
structors are teachers as 
well as contractors who 
have installed geother- 
mal systems all over the 
world. The accredita- 
tion also means that we 
can save our customers 
money by not outsourc- 
ing the digging of the 
ground loop needed for 
the system. It keeps 
business local. I believe 
this accreditation will 
be a big part of our 
business success.” 

Alexander has been 
in the Heating, Ventila- 
tion and Air Condition- 
ing industry for ten 
years.
